' OF THE 


Late Great Battel, between the two Potent 
| ARMYS, &c. 


N Friday the 10th. of Auguſt, N.Stile , the Prince of 0ranges 
'@, Army lying at Nzexel, on the North-ſide of the River Sangery, 


with the Emperial Army, under the Command of General 

Souch, near Mons, and to the Eaſtward of a ſmall River,called 
Picton. It was givenout inthe Princeof Oranges Army, that they would 
March off the next day to New quarters, which brought the Prince of 
Conde (who lay with his Army Intrenched behind the ſaid River P;ztor 
to a Reſolution to Attempt ſome Exploit on the Rear of the Confede- 
rate Army, under the Command of the Prince of 0razge : But the de- 
fign of the Prince of Orazge was toAttacque a Body of the FrenchTroops, 
which werein a Wood, to make gend a Paſs on the other fide of the Ri- 
ver Pieton, for the ſecurity of t»* rench Army; whereby he did ſup- 
poſe he might Engage the whole #: -ach Army to their Reſcue, and fo 
forces over the River to the French, in the Wood, leaving his Artillary 
and Baggage Guarded only with Nine Regiments; whereupon the Prince 
of Conde, inſtead of drawing out his Army to Reſcue his Party which 
were to beAttaqued, makes a ſhort cut over the aforeſaid ſmallRiver, with 
a conſiderable part of his Army 3 Beats off the Prince of 0ra»ges Nine 
Regiments with no ſmall laughter, and ſo poſſeſſes himſelf of all his 
Artillary and Baggage, and takes ſeveral Priſoners. Immediately the 
Prince of Orange, with the Confederates returns back from their At- 
tempt, and Reſcues the remainder of their Men from being Kill'd by the 
French, repreſling the French, and recovering his loſt Cannon and Bag- 
gage : The Prince of Conde to ſecond his firſt Attempe, brings down the 
remainder of his Army, only leaving a ſufficient Party behind to make 
good his Trenches, in caſe of a Retreat 3 with which ſupply of his, and 
the remainder of his Forces, he Beats oft that part of the Confederates 
Army that had come over and Reſcued their Men and Artillery, and re- 
poſſeſſes himſelf of the aforeſaid Cannon and Carriages. The Prince of 
Orange ſeeing that, Reinforces his repell'd Troops, with the remainder 
of theConfederateArmy,which came down with ſuch courage, that he put 
the French to another Retreat, and ſo recovers again all his loſt Carriages 
and Cannon. 

The ground on which they fought being rough and ſnaggy, thereby 
not admitting the Armys to draw up in a regular Battalia , they were 
forced (by ſucceſſion of Partys and Bodys of Horſe & Foot,as the ground 
would permit them ,) to have divers Encounters, ' wherein the ſucceſ; ' 
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proved Vatious + Put many of the Horſefand Foot, with the forwardeſt 
&f the Nozility and Gentry (lome (ay to the number of 400. af the 
French tides ) were Slain and Wounged on both ſides; talling hea- 
vitroathe i.e Gnards of theKing of *FFance, astt did*þefore in their 
tilt Arteiiope en the Nint Regyments , lett by the Ca ages of "the 
| rihce- of Orazge as allo in the ſecond Aſalite upon the three Re- 
giments of Ho/ſtein, /orocc, and the young Prince of Yandemont; the 
tormer of which,of 1100 trave men (behaving themſelves Gallantly not 
above one hundred e{caped 1a this fierce and bloody Engagement of the 
Armys thus in Partys : The Prince'of Conde was ſo hard put to it, like a 
Noble General, he was forced (forthe {afety of the whole ) perſonally 
to ſngage to that degree of hazard, that ewe Hyſes were kill'd under 
tim , and in the Remountirg, the induſtry of his Son was ſuch, 
that 1n helping his Father to a freſh Horſe, himfeit was much wrunded. 
Both (ides thus wear ying themſelves in their Conteſt tor Victory, the Sucs. 
cel, proved doubtful; and when the Valour of both would 2dr: of no 
oiher Deciſion, the Night interpoſed, in which the Prince of Conde Re- 
reated to his Camp onthe cther fide the River Pietor, and rhe Contes. 
deraies kept their former poſits - Several Waggons on Sunday Morning 
early, were at the Gates of Bruſſels, which upon the firit Approach of 
the Prince of Cordy's Forces Attacking the Artillery and Carriayzes, did 
make their E cape. and did put Braſſels into ſome Countiteronation, . :

On he French (ide,that Renowned Commander Montel, theGovernour 
of Charle le Roy, Duke'D? Anguin, and ſome ſay Luxenburgh is kiil'd, 
in !i13 Great Battail as the-Prince of Conde behaved himiclt with great 
Valourand prudence 3 ſo did*the Prince of 0range, to the Adiniration 
of all; and the Generals that were with him; particularly, he that was 
formerly Governour {of Maſtrick, for the Dutch. It the Freach bave but 
equal loſs in number, they have the.diſadyantage ovly in this, that their
